Most of the 
pelts turned In are those of coy- 
ottew.

TO MARK TURK 


Constantinople, May 24.—The Na- 


tional Assembly in Aurora, has dei'l 
ed that the fez is no longer to be tne 
national headdress of the Turk. By 
unanimous vote It wan agreed that the 
"kalpak" should replace It, as the un!" 


* form covering for the head of all 


troops, officials and Turkish subjects 
generally. 


The principal argument in favor ol 


this reform, which eliminates one ot 
the most characteristic and plrtii red- 
cine features of Turkish attire, was 
an ecomonlcal one. The Turks have 
never ben able to manufacture iezej 
that compared In pries or quality wltt! 
those manufactured abroad, especially 
in Austria, where there were several 
large factories which turned out mil- 
lions of these articles. 


The "kalpuk" can be manufactured 


in Turkey, but it can \liardly be con- 
sidered an improvement on the old 
fez. 


It is made of black cloth or felting, 


and IB much the same shape as the 
fez only flatter and broader, as it dooa 
not taper. Neither is really a very 
practical form of head-gear, because 
they are warm, and afford little pro- 
tection against ruin and none from 
the glare of the sun 
The fez was 


bright and lent color to any assembly. 
Its successor is sombie, uninteresting 
and on the whole rather,depressing.
